He has, “And, we may add, 
if QumB.EToy had not been made a martyr, 
Hancock would not to-day be the nominee 
ofthe Democratic Party. So true is it that 
great and motentous events have their ori- 
gin’in very small causes. To be sure, Gum- 
BLETON may object that he is not a small 
cause, and many of our fellow-citizens will 
not. agree that. Hancock is a great event. 
Buf, nevertheless, Guarsteton, who is a 
notorious rather than a famous person, is 
the first cause of Hanoocx’s nomination. 
Those who: find’ pleasure in tracing notable

State Constitution express- 
ly provided that taxation for corporate 
purposes should be: uniform ith respect to 
persons and property; and) restricted’the ag- 
gregate municipal debts to'5 per cent. on the 
valuation; thesé laws, on the contrary, al- 
lowed indefinite; loose, and unlimited. taxa- 
tion. The .Bny bonds, however contrary the 
laws. were. to. the spirit of the Constitution 
in this respect, were’'an. anomaly, being 
neither State, municipal, nor corporate; they 
were mere.asgociation bonds, issued on no 
other _ segutity than real estate of very 
uncertain .yalue. The’. registration. act 
provided’ that “when it was sliown 
to. the, satisfaction of. any court 
before which proctedings ‘were taken under 
the prior act’ that any drain- or levee was of 
public. .benefit ,‘‘the same shall be deemed 
@ public work,” bat the act carefully dis- 
avowed any State: liability, making the 


State merely the custodian of any taxes ac- 


tually collected for the, bonds. There was 
neither machinery for &nforcement nor pen- 

alty for non-payment provided; at most, the 
bonds were a ‘lien on’ the lands, assuming 
that the legality of the whole matter was not 
upset; hence, obviously, the bondholders 
were really silent partners in the success of 
the scheme; and had nothing to look to be- 
yond « share in conjectural. profits from 
the reclaimed lands.

The weather bureau has been prophesying

These .ap- 
parent showers may be putin evidence by 
the weather bureau in support of its verac- 
ity, but they are, without doubt, mere optical 
illusions... The thirsty Arab of the desert, 
when nearly perishing from lack of drink, 
sees apparently a short distance from him. 
cool groves with Kegs of lager-beer under 
every tree, but though he ‘gallops for hours 
at the height of his camel’s speed, the mirage 
only mocks him. To the same - class of 
phenomena belong the showers which the 
thirsty observer daily sees passing at a short 
distance from him. They exist only in his 
disordered imagination, and-they cannot be 
quoted ag genuiiie Pee Ny SARE: bu- 
reau. 

As everybody knows, the. effect of the 
drought upon the farmers has. been very se- 
rious.. ‘The hay in the barns is rapidly dry- 
ing up, andthe straw crop is becoming so 
brittle that no animal with any regard for its 
comfort will liedown on it. Wagon tires 
are dropping from ‘their shrinking wheels, 
and the farm’ dog has hardly spirit enough 
left to bite a tramp. Of course, the peach
